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Council discusses implementation of graffiti ordinance 


Sierra Madre City Council members addressed 
the problem of graffiti at last Tuesday’s meeting 
with a sample ordinance which would “represent a 
‘zero-tolerance’ approach to the growing graffiti 
problem confronting Southern California com¬ 
munities,’’ according to words used by city staff. 

A few of the salient points of the ordinance in¬ 
clude the following: 

• Assisting and encouraging property owners to 
cooperatively engage in measures to prevent graffiti, 
as well as to remove graffiti from their property in a 
timely and beneficial manner; 

• Alerting parents and legal guardians to their in¬ 
volvement in, responsibility for, payment of civil 
damages, in an amount not to exceed $10,000 
resulting from the willful misconduct of a minor in 


their charge; 

• Notifying any person who willfully damages 
property by inscribing graffiti that their acts will 
have direct personal consequences which may in¬ 
clude fines, imprisonment, court-mandated com¬ 
munity service, suspension and/or delay of driving 
privileges; 

• Informing retailers that it is unlawful to sell or 
to give to any individual under the age of 18 years a 
graffiti implement as defined by this ordinance and 
that they must keep, store and maintain any imple¬ 
ment capable of being used to deface property in a 
secure location, and otherwise inaccessible except by 
special request; 

• Advising any person, firm or corporation engag¬ 


ed in the retail sale of any graffiti implement of their 
responsibilities under this ordinance and to the 
potential consequences, including the imposition of 
a fine, imprisonment, or both, for failure to lake 
proper precautions to keep, store, and maintain in 
an accessible location any implement regulated by 
this ordinance; 

• Securing the cooperation of residents, businesses 
and contractors of services in the arrest of in¬ 
dividuals responsible for inscribing graffiti on pro¬ 
perty by providing for the payment of a reward for 
information leading to the apprehension and convic¬ 
tion of any person who willfully places graffiti or 
other inscribed material upon public private proper¬ 
ty within the city. 


The ordinance, if adopted, would be forwarded 
to the Main Street Chamber of Commerce and hard¬ 
ware and grocery stores in Sierra Madre for 
assistance in how to handle application of distribu¬ 
tion of graffiti tools, i.e., spray cans, paint cans, 
paint sticks, etc. 

Discussion between council people that evening 
questioned painting over graffiti with the same color 
of paint rather than just covering the graffiti and 
whether or not $10,000 payment for civil damages is 
enough. 

Doug Hayes, former Citizen of the Year and 
present Fourth of July Committee chair, has offered 
to assist with the graffiti program. He will serve as a 
consultant to the council.

sign; integrity, composition, creativity; vistual im¬ 
pact/effectiveness: projects identifiable statement, 
carries in black and white and color; appropriate¬ 
ness/significance: to The Vine, Sierra Madre, histor¬ 
ical reference; application/merchandising: appeal, 
adapts to print media, souvenir-type items and pro¬ 
duction replicability: cost effectiveness. A previous 
Sierra Madre News story introduced the panel of 
jurists.

Planning Commissioners have busy 


Planning Commissioners have a continued pub¬ 
lic hearing and a continued Conditional Use Permit 
to discuss during the monthly meeting this evening, 
Thursday, Aug. 19, at 7:30 p.m. in the council 
chambers. 

James A. Gagnier’s request for a front yard 
variance at 171 W. Montecito Ave. to expand an 
existing front yard porch will probably be contin¬ 
ued since the applicant by last week had submitted 
no plans. 

In other news, Doug and Jane Delahooke have 
requested a Conditional Use Permit for a structure 
at 83 West Sierra Madre Blvd. The adobe structure 
was originally built for residential use and assumed 
that use except for a few years when the Delahookes 
used it for an office behind their real estate office, 
and it has been used as a residential structure since 
then, for over a year. 

City Attorney Charles Martin rules that since 
the city’s seismic safety rehabilitation is directed 
at commercial, industrial and institutional buildings 
in Sierra Mafdre, retrofit requirements do not apply 
in this case. 

The engineering opinion is that any review of 
the building should address its structure rather than 
seismic questions. The building inspector has recom¬ 


mended that the rear access ramp should be recon¬ 
structed to improve getting to and from Montecito 
Court. 

Administration recommends that a Conditional 
Use Permit be granted if the Delahookes agree to pay 
for an occupancy inspection and that any unsafe 
conditions should comply with code, making sure the 
Delahookes assume all liability. The rear access 
ramp, according to administration, should be recon¬ 
structed. 

The Jameson Trust requests a Conditional Use 
Permit to construct a four-car garage with maid’s 
quarters behind the historical structure at 481 West 
Highland Ave., where the main house is located. 
Owners wish to demolish the original garage and up¬ 
stairs apartment. The proposed carriage house will 
be located at the rear (northwest) of the estate house 
and includes a four-car garage and storage on the 
first level with maid’s quarters and/or office space 
on the second floor. 

The Planning Department recommends that the 
CUP be granted, providing that the owner not rent 
the property. 

Owners of property at 525-527 Woodland Drive 
are requesting a Conditional Use Permit to restore 
that property to a two-unit dwelling. The property. 


Arlie Hahn relieves flood victims

First, it was the Sierra Madre earthquake. Then 
came Big Bear and the L.A. riots. Next, we had the 
Iniki hurricane on Kauai. This summer it was the 
Midwestern floods. 

Arlie Hahn has an unusual concept of travel in 
time of disaster. She lets the American Red Cross 
do her planning for her and sleeps on cots in emer¬ 
gency shelters. 

“It’s such a kaleidescope,” she said, describing 
her recent three-week tour of duty providing relief 
to flood victims in Winfield, Missouri. 

“Most of the time we were feeding three meals 
a day in the shelter, then also three meals a day 
in the campgrounds.” The hours tended to add up. 

“We worked up to 18 hours, although 12 hours 
was the planned schedule.” With only one car to 
share with her group of 20, plus makeshift accom¬ 
modations, donated food, and a cornucopia of per¬ 
sonalities, Hahn’s schedule may as well have been 24 
hours. Indeed, this tour of duty has worn Hahn out 
for the time being. “They’re going to do the next one 
without me,” she said. 

It all started 18 years ago when Hahn started 
volunteering for the Red Cross, earning her 15-year 
pin and serving, recently, as chair in Sierra Madre. 
She left for the Midwestern flood region on July 22, 
after receiving a call from headquarters as a member 
of the national disaster team. 


Relief operations in Missouri were organized 
by the Red Cross and supplied through the Baptist 
Church out of Oklahoma. Utilizing big field kitch¬ 
ens and cooking on butane stoves, the group set up 
a tent city and distributed food from refrigerated 
trucks, with 80 to 100 people partaking in each meal. 

Hahn, whose air fare, room and board were 
covered by the Red Cross, also enjoyed the benefit 
of a private tour of the flood zone in a row boat with 
the former mayor of Winfield. “We passed the tips 
of tomato stakes where his vegetable garden had 
been,” she said. Her 82-year-old tour guide is pre¬ 
sently living out of a trailer, as are many Winfield 
residents. 

Age 78, herself, and a 33-resident of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, Hahn encourages volunteerism in future Red 
Cross relief efforts. 

“Get involved!” she said. “It’s very rewarding. 
You learn so much about other people, and Red 
Cross takes good care of their volunteers. You’re 
well cared for.” 

Hahn and her husband live on Grandview in 
Sierra Madre, next door to her daughter and son-in- 
law, and across the street from more family mem¬ 
bers. She said she was anxious to get back to her 
family. 

“Three weeks was enough for my staying pow¬ 
er,” she said. As she left, government agencies were

in 1949 with a first-story addition built in 1951. 

Owners Marc and Kris Miller Fisher hope to re¬ 
roof the structure and repair the entire building. 

Planning Department recommends that Plan¬ 
ning Commissioners approve the Conditional Use 
Permit. 

David and Stacy Watson request a side yard 
variance to construct an addition to their property 
at 635 East Orange Grove Ave. The addition in¬ 
cludes a master bedroom, bath, den, family room, 
laundry room, wet bar and play room. A new two- 
car garage would also be constructed. 

The Planning Department recommends that the 
variance be allowed. Kenneth D. Hersha at 260 
Santa Anita Court wants to construct a two-story 
addition to an existing family dwelling to total 4741 ‘-2 
square feet. Ordinance 1096 requires a Conditional 
Use Permit for building beyond the 3500 square feet 
and a second story. The Planning Deparimeiu re¬ 
commends approval. 

The department recommends that a file on a side 
and front yard variance request to construct a car¬ 
port at 632 West Alegria be continued until Sept. 
16. Jordan and Karen Bennett are owners.

• Leave a car in the driveway. 

• Station an alarm sign in the yard. 

• Use timed lights for inside and 

outside. 

• Have a radio and/or television 

on a timer set to come on at 

specified times. 

• Use deadbolts on your doors. 

• Install a central alarm.

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The Big Red Cars

“I am a farsighted man, and I believe Los 
Angeles is destined to become the most import¬ 
ant city in the nation. We can extend in any 
direction as far as we like.” These are the words 
of Henry Huntington, when he, with others, 
put together what would become the far-flung 
Pacific Electric Interurban System, the greatest 
in America. 

Henry Huntington was born in 1850, in 
Oneonta, New York state. At the age of 19 he 
came west to be the protege of crusty old Collis 
P. Huntington, of Central Pacific fame. Later 
he would become the heir of this uncle. Many 
years later he would nail down the rest of the 
fortune by marrying his uncle’s widow, 
Arabella. 

Once a San Francisco newspaper described 
Collis P. Huntington as a “hard, cheery old 
man with not even the soul of a shark.” The old 
man couldn’t have cared less. 

There were a great many men involved in 
the building of Southern California, but it was 
Henry Huntington who had the foresight and 
business acumen to put it all together and make 
everything else possible. At its peak in 1926 the 

Pacific Electric boasted over 1100 miles of 
track and hundreds of scheduled runs everyday. 
Los Angeles was the headquarters but it was 
possible to travel from Arrowhead Hot Springs 
to Santa Monica; from Newport Beach to San 
Fernando Valley, just to name a few. It was 
clean, fast and efficient, and it made real estate 
development easy and profitable. 

Around the turn of the century transporta¬ 
tion in Los Angeles was a ragtag conglomera¬ 
tion of electric trolleys, horse cars, small steam 
trains and even a bicycle boardwalk from Los 
Angeles to Pasadena. It took money, brains, 
some knockdown political and financial battles 
but at last it was done. The first papers of in¬ 
corporation were filed in 1901. Some people 


called Mr. Huntington a pirate, an appelation 
that I call flattering. If it takes a pirate to build 
an extraordinary railroad, create a world- 
famous library and art gallery, surrounded by 
magnificent acres of park-like grounds, then let 
us by all means get ourselves a few more 
pirates. Mr. Huntington never lived to see the 

completion of the Pacific Electric. He died far 
from home, but at the end of a sad journey, he 
was carried to his final resting place in his 
private car, named appropriately, “San 
Marino.’’ 

The trolleys had an implacable enemy 
from the start. As the love for the automobile 
grew, so did the dislike of the red cars. There 
were many accidents, due primarily to careless 
and impatient motorists who tried to win the 
race to the crossings, and when they lost, they 
usually lost their lives. The yellow journalism 
of Los Angeles wasted no opportunity to depict 
the accidents in all their gore. They even dub¬ 
bed the interurbvans as “Red Killers.” Seldom 
was the motorist depicted as fault. The Pacific 
Electric fought back with slashed fares, special 
tours and literature showing how the trolley 
system had helped build Los Angeles. But to no 
avail. The automobile was here to stay and pro¬ 
liferate beyond the wildest imagination. In 1924 
the red cars carried 109,185,650 passengers, but 
it was all downhill from there until the war 
brought a temporary boost in ridership. 

By 1961 the entire trolley system had been 
dismantled except that connecting Long Beach 
and Los Angeles. On April 8, special runs were 
made so that those who wished could take a 
final ride. Many adults did just that, while 
hundreds of children took their first and last 
ride. By midnight it was all over, just 35 years 
after the system had reached its peak. It was the 
Gotterdammerung of the Big Red Cars.

Clarke, again, creates a fascinating 
futuristic scenario. Clarke is perhaps most 
widely known for “2001, A Space Odyssey” 
which Stanley Kubrick brought to the screen as 
one of the all-time great movie classics. Clarke 
also has an immense and well-earned reputation 
for being a thorough researcher and has an un¬ 
canny, even eerie, knack for foretelling the 
future with astonishing accuracy. The added 
section, after the story proves both points. 

The refreshing aspect I liked in “The Ham¬ 
mer of God” is Clarke’s dealings with the issues 
of sexism and racism. In the future world he 
creates, which now also includes colonies on 
Mars and Earth’s moon, occupations of every 
kind are divided between men and women of all 
races. Okay—not that ususual for the optimis¬ 
tically-enlightened future. But Clarke’s matter- 
of-fact approach takes for granted that, of 
course, people of all races and sexes are capable 
of being and doing anything and everything. 
Sexism and racism are nonissues. The total lack 
of stereotyping in any form is the normal way 
of life in Clarke’s version of future events. Sad¬ 
ly, this is not the case with all science fiction.

John Gregory 
tackles taggers 


By Caryn Coulter 

John Gregory earns 
his living as a writer in 
many media—newspap¬ 
er, newsletters, advertis¬ 
ing, public relations, 
screenplays, and govern¬ 
ment publications. It is 
almost ironic, therefore, 
that his current writing 
project seeks to obliter¬ 
ate another leading con¬ 
temporary writing form. 

Gregory’s new project, 
the “Anti-Graffiti 
News,” provides readers 
nationwide with tools to 
prevent and eliminate 
“tagging,” the spray can 
mescages which now de¬ 
corate businesses, bill¬ 
boards and freeway signs 
across the country. Gre¬ 
gory is fast becoming an 
expert in the field. 

Now published for two 
months, the “Anti-Graf¬ 
fiti News” builds upon 
wisdom accumulating 
from nationwide law en¬ 
forcers, legislators, inde¬ 
pendent cleanup groups, 
graffiti-prevention pro¬ 
duct manufacturers, and 
. various public interest 
' groups. He is one of the 
few communicators aim¬ 
ing his pen against graf¬ 
fiti. 

“One of the reasons 
1 started the magazine is 
that there are over 50 
newsletters and under¬ 
ground publications that 
promote graffiti, believe 
it or not,” he said. “There 
are only two aimed tow¬ 
ard graffiti removal. 
Mine is the only month¬ 
ly publication. The other 
one is bi-monthly.” 

As editor and pub- 
-. lisher, Gregory is a con- 
:» sukant on anti-graffiti 
programs for govern¬ 


ment agencies and pres¬ 
ident of Gregory Com¬ 
munications in Arcadia. 
Formerly an urban affairs 
and police reporter for the 
Los Angeles Times and 
Washington Star, he has 
produced documentaries 
for two public television 
stations and was a report¬ 
er for WLS Radio in 
Chicago and WLWD-TV 
in Dayton, Ohio. He has 
published newsletters 
for 12 years. 

Gregory has also fam¬ 
iliarized himself with the 
specifics of Sierra Ma- 
dre’s proposed controls. 

“The proposed ordin¬ 
ance is more enforceable 
in Sierra Madre than in 
most cities because there 
are fewer merchants 
who sell graffiti-produc¬ 
ing equipment and Sierra 
Madre’s police depart¬ 
ment has the staff to en¬ 
force anti-graffiti legis¬ 
lation. 

“The best thing about 
the proposed law is the 
role of parents or legal 
guardians. They would 
be responsible for min¬ 
ors. The ordinance says 
that the parent may have 
to pay the fine, even if 
it means serving com¬ 
munity service hours. 

“If parents would 
watch their kids a little 
more closely, we would 
not have a problem.” 
The same goes for other 
communities, Gregory 
said. Although people as¬ 
sume that it is gang-in¬ 
volved youth who are 
responsible for tagging, 
the truth is that three- 
fourths of the damage is 
done by non-gang youth 
And the perpetrators can 
be very young.

“There are 7-year-olds 
out there with spray cans 
and markers,” he said. 

Gregory said he tracks 
ordinances and develop¬ 
ments across the country 
to remain abreast of 
trends. He has learned, 
for example, that the city 
of San Francisco has a 
very effective program 
allowing for graffiti re¬ 
moval by offenders. In 
Chicago, graffiti practices 
have become highly soph¬ 
isticated, with offenders 
using etching tools and 
volcanic ash materials on 
metal surfaces and win¬ 
dows. 

On the East coast, 
graffiti is more commonly 
oriented toward racism, 
sexism and anti-gay 
themes, whereas graffiti 
on the West coast tends 
to serve as more of an 
outlet for the perpetra¬ 
tor’s ego, according to 
Gregory. 

“In the ’60s,” he said, 
“most of your graffiti 
was done for a political

Question: I take my dog hiking a lot during 
the summer. I have been warned that my dog 
could develop heat stroke. What is this and ^ 

should I be worried? 

Answer: Heat stroke or heat prostration can 
occur when a dog’s body temperature rises 
to 106° F. or higher. It occurs because the 
heat load on the body exceeds the panting 
mechanism to dissipate heat. As a dog’s 
body temperature rises, blood vessels dilate 
and blood flow to vital organs decreases. 
This leads to tissue and organ damage. Body 
temperatures of 107-109° F. are tolerated for 
only a few minutes before cellular destruc¬ 
tion occurs. Clinical signs depend on the 
organs affected. Their severity is propor¬ 
tional to the amount and duration of ex¬ 
posure to heat. Signs include increased 
respiratory and heart rate, depression, 
vomiting, diarrhea, dehydration, seizures 
and death.

TheaterAmericana has 
built its unique character 
on the fact that for more 
than 50 years it has rare¬ 
ly produced anything but 
original, unpublished 
plays, but for the past 
few years an auxiliary 
group has devoted the 
summer to producing a 
musical. Artistic director 
Richard Doherty has led 
an enthusiastic company 
of young adults who sing 
and dance and produce 
little technical marvels. 
Their “Little Shop of 
Horrors” was outstand¬

“Joseph and the Amaz¬ 
ing Technicolor Dream 
Coat” was the more 
effective for its cheerful 
simplicity and lack of 
glitz.

All his married women 
friends agree that Bobby 
should get married and 
that none of the girls he 


dates are good enough 
for him. 

Baell makes a good 
central figure as humor¬ 
ous, inoffensive, indeci¬ 
sive Bobby, and 15 young 
people show us the wide 
variety of his friends. 
Some of Sondheim’s best 
lyrics occur in “Another

China trip results in special 
fun for Sierra Madrean 


The tour director’s description of his trip to China 
piqued Dollie Morant’s interest to the point that she 
joined him and a group on a 22-day “Oriental 
Escapade” tour recently. Jim, the guide, said a 
tour, in order to be a success, should be exciting, 
educational, exhausting, friendly, frank and flexible. 
“It was all of these,” Morant said recently. 

Total flight time to Shanghai was 15 hours and 
Morant noted that her tour of 21 people were 
“the only Caucasians on the plane.” 

This was the “Garden Tour” and Morant chose 
it because “Chinese gardens are masterpieces of 
rock, trees and water. We visited gardens in Shanghtii, 
Suzhou (also known as the Venice of the East), 
and Hangzhou where we watched the picking of 
the Spring Tea and had a delightful boat ride on 
West Lake.” 

There were three days in Beijing, the capital of 
China, and near there they climbed the Great Wall 
(said to be the only thing on earth to be recognized 
from outer space). 

“The wall was started as early as the Fifth 
Century B.C. as defense against barbarian tribes. 
Shih Huang Ti, who united China, was supposed to 
have had nearly 1200 miles erected. The fortifica¬ 
tion finally reached about 1500 miles during the 
Ming Dynasty (1368-1644.) The wall is earth and 
stone, faced with brick in parts, 15 to 30 feet thick 
at the base and the height averages 25 feet.” 

Xian was the next place they visited to see the 
viewing of the 6000 warriors, horses and chariots 
made of terra cotta clay, made 2000 years ago. 

Another flight took them to Guilin and the River 
Li where “fantastic Karst formations are a must see.” 
Morant noted. 

After an overnight ride to Nanchang, they took 
a four-day bus trip through the country and into 
the Lu Mountains. Chiang Kaishek, a former leader 
of China, and Mao Zedong had summer homes there. 

“From this mountain area we continued in our 
bumpy bus to Jingdezhen. This city is noted for 
the beautiful white porcelain. This was May, and 
‘Labor Day’ so we didn’t get into the factory but 
did have a little time to shop. We had rain but it 
was most interesting passing through small villages 
and the people planting and plowing with water 
buffalo. Our Chinese bus driver was excellent - by 
Chinese standards but scared some of our group 
many times. He really was a skillful driver. Between 
narrow roads, trucks, people walking and bicycles 
every place it was said he had never had an acci-

Mary Sullivan 
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Children’s Home part of 
Sierra Madre history 


By Phyllis Chapman 

Editor Jan Reed’s Pepper Tree column. Sierra 
Madre News, July 22, mentions a chat with 
retired Army Lieutenant Colonel Robert 
Sanabria. Now a professional sculptor and 
resident of Leesburg, Va., he lived from the time 
he was 4 years old in 1945, at the Children’s 
Home for Mexican children in Sierra Madre, 
once located at 72 W. Alegria. It closed on Aug. 
1, 1954, but was supported by the Methodist 
Church and administered by the Plaza 
Community Center in Los Angeles. 

Reed’s column stirred interest in this Home 
and a search was on for more information. Also, 
Colonel Sanabria is currently researching material 
for a book he is writing about the Home and we 
are making an effort to help. 

The Plaza Community Center, still existing 
today at 648 S. Indiana Ave.l, first opened a 
home for boys in Sierra Madre at 247 N. 
Baldwin on Sept. 1, 1924. The Methodist Church 
had been doing welfare work among Latinos and 
began a school in Los Angeles. As the number of 
children increased, the Center sought a home site 
outside the city as a more desirable location to 
raise children over the long term and chose 
Sierra Madre as ideal. 

In 1931, when the Great Depression swelled 
the needs of the school, and for both boys and 
girls, they purchased the home on Alegria. This 
home was described in "The Plazagram," the 
Center’s 1931 newsletter, a copy of which is in 
our historical archives, as a former "showplace." 

Originally built for a doctor, this manor house 
had been empty for several years and acquired by 
a Mrs. M. B. Bagley. She dropped the price to 
depression range, enabling the Center to buy it 
for $15,210. It was two-story, white stucco with 
green trim and a columned portico. Adequate 
land surrounded the house with garden areas and 
a magnificent mountain view. A boys’ dormitory 
was moved onto the lot and a habitable building 
in the backyard furnished the additional space 
needed. The rooms in the home were large. 

A strong appeal was made for funds to repair 
and remodel the Home and meet payments due. 
Their purpose for the facility was that children 
would "enjoy the blessings and benefits of 
Christian care, with affection showered upon 
them by a select staff...and be reared and 
trained for future leadership among their own 
people." 

During its operation, over 180 children had 
been in residence with about 24 at any one time. 
The atmosphere was very home-like, never like 
an institution, and the children were involved in 
the community. They attended public school, the 
Congregational Church, were in local parades, 
and played with local children. Some of the 
older children worked at odd jobs in town, 
mowing lawns, etc., or working for lunches in 
the school cafeteria. 

Longtime Sierra Madre resident Helen 
Obazawa recalls the children well and that they 
received lessons in instrumental music. Victoria 
Balesteros, for example, was a talented pianist, 
playing often in town. She would accompany 


Helen, well-known for her lovely voice, when 
Helen sang at various events around town. 

The Home manager for over 30 years was 
Elsie Gibson, a graduate of USC and called 
"Gibsie" by everyone. A strong, loving force in 
this endeavor, she provided a relaxed 
atmosphere and gave the children confidence in 
themselves. They were good students and 
"Gibsie" attended PTA meetings. 

She was assisted by such staff members over 
the years as Mae Fuller for over 20 years, who 
was both cook and girls’ matron, and boys’ 
matron was Melissa Clarke, both college 
graduates. Thus began a succession of other 
matrons, some married couples and even her 
widowed sister, Kathleen Simpson. 

Always during its operation, many of them 
depression years, finances were a constant 
problem and fund-raising a constant need. In 
1935, when the Home was on the verge of 
closing, Harold Roberts, owner of Robert’s 
Market (now Howie’s Ranch Market), wrote a 
letter of appeal to the community stating that the 
Home had become "part of our civic and 
religious life and a credit to the community." He 
further stated that "This letter is not written for 
business reasons, because the amount of trade is 
negligible compared to the higher values which 
would be lost to the community if the Home 
were removed." Local people were supportive 
and generous. 

"Gibsie" gave long hours to the children and 
the facility. She often had to deal with problems 
on occasion of a parent who might arrive 
inebriated to take a child away for a visit or 
when divorced parents would attempt a 
kidnaping. Some of the children were orphans 
and some were from needy families. 

In the ’40s, Margaret Buckner lived above the 
Home on Olive, and she remembers the Home
